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Mayor  appoints  Ocean  Beach  council 


Rare 
plant 
found  in 
yard  of 
Parker 
home

A  potential  one-of-a-kind 
Richmond  District  manzanita  is 
one  step  away  from  gaining  land¬ 
mark  status  and  official  protec¬ 
tion,  16  years  after  property  own¬ 
er  Rose  Hillson  unknowingly  un¬ 
covered  the  rare  plant. 

Landscaping  the  yard  was 
quite  an  undertaking  when 
Hillson  and  her  husband  first 
bought  their  house  on  Parker 
Avenue  in  1992. 

“It  was  so  overgrown  that 
high  noon  was  like  midnight  out 
there,”  Hillson  said.  “There  were 
about  7  or  8  mature  trees  all  cov¬ 
ered  in  ivy.” 

Many  plants  and  trees  were 
cleared  out  of  the  yard  due  to 
poor  health  along  with  enough 
ivy  to  fill  20  -  30  paper  grocery 
bags.  Though  at  the  time  she  had 
no  idea  what  the  strange  twisting 
tree  was,  Hillson  chose  to  keep, 
and  nurture,  a  manzanita  they 
found  buried  under  the  ivy. 

Aside  from  its  aesthetic  charm 
and  the  wildlife  it  brought  into 
the  yard,  the  tree  was  of  little 
concern  to  her  until,  10  years  af¬ 
ter  it  was  uncovered,  Hillson’s 
brother  casually  identified  the 
mysterious  plant  as  a  manzanita, 
which  spawned  her  endeavor  into 
researching  exactly  what  kind  it 
was. 

Hillson  recruited  the  help  of 
San  Francisco  State  University 
professors  and  biologists,  includ¬ 
ing  Dr.  Tom  Parker,  who  also 
writes  for  the  Jepson  Manual,  a 
highly-regarded  guide  to  plants 
and  trees. 

After  four  years  and  multiple 
DNA  tests,  the  tree  in  Hillson’s 
yard  is  proving  to  be  a  unique 
species,  possibly  the  only  one  of 
its  kind  in  the  world.  Scientists 
have  acknowledged  that  it  could 
be  an  entirely  new  species. 

“The  plant  in  Rose  Hillson’s 
back  yard  has  no  genetic  rela-

San  Francisco  Mayor  Gavin 
Newsom  has  brought  renewed  at¬ 
tention  to  a  situation  Richmond 
and  Sunset  district  residents  have 
known  for  a  long  time:  Ocean 
Beach,  one  of  the  City’s  most 
valued  treasures,  is  in  need  of  a 
long-term  design  to  preserve  and 
develop  the  area’s  unique  charac¬ 
teristics. 

Newsom  has  appointed  feder¬ 
al,  state  and  local  leaders  along 
with  community  business  owners 
to  form  the  Ocean  Beach  Vision 
Council.  One  of  the  goals  of  the 
10-member  council  is  to  continue 
building  on  the  foundation  of 
work  started  by  the  disbanded 
Ocean  Beach  Task  Force,  which 
was  formed  during  former  Mayor 
Willie  Brown’s  administration. 
The  task  force  also  consisted  of 
city  and  federal  officials  as  well 
as  business  owners  who  met 
monthly  and  educated  each  other 
on  the  needs  of  all  involved. 
Laura  Trupelli  who  previously 
chaired  Brown’s  task  force  and 
owns  the  Beach  Chalet,  will  also 
chair  the  Vision  Council. 

Ocean  Beach  Vision  Council 
members  include:  Assembly¬ 
woman  Fiona  Ma,  supervisors 
Carmen  Chu  and  Jake 
McGoldrick,  Golden  Gate 
National  Recreation  Area  (GGN- 
RA)  Superintendent  Brian 
O’Neill,  Jared  Blumenfeld  of  the 
SF  Department  of  the 
Environment,  Scott  Preston  of 
the  environment-based  planning 
and  design  firm  EDAW,  Clark 
Manus  of  Heller  Manus 
Architects,  Jean  Rogers  of 
ARUP,  Gabriel  Metcalf  of  the 
San  Francisco  Planning  and 


Urban  Research  Association,  and 
Trupelli. 

“The  council  is  committed  to 
finding  the  balance  of  enhancing 
the  open  space  that  is  Ocean 
Beach,  yet  support  urban  living,” 
Trupelli  said.  “We  would  like  to 
create  a  vision  for  Ocean  Beach 
that  takes  into  consideration  the 
needs  of  all  Ocean  Beach  users.”

In  an  effort  to  limit  litter  in 
the  City,  a  San  Francisco  super¬ 
visor  has  introduced  legislation 
that  would  hit  newspaper  pub¬ 
lishers  with  stiff  fines  if  they  de¬ 
liver  to  people  who  do  not  want 
the  newspaper. 

The  legislation  calls  for  all 
publishers  to  maintain  a  “do  not 
deliver”  list  that  the  public  can 
get  on  to  stop  delivery  of  the 
newspaper.  If  a  paper  is  delivered 
to  someone  on  the  list,  they  can 
appeal  to  the  director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  for 
action. 

The  director  would  determine 
guilt  or  innocence.  If  a  publisher 
is  found  guilty  of  an  infraction, 
they  could  be  fined  $100  for  the 
first  offense,  $200  for  the  second 
and  $500  for  the  third. 

Legal  challenges  would  be 
handled  by  the  City  Attorney’s 
Office. 

According  to  the  legislation’s 
sponsor,  Supervisor  Ross 
Mirkarimi,  the  fines  are  not  set  in 


large  part  in  creating  a  sustain¬ 
able  vision.  Issues  being  ad¬ 
dressed  are  Ocean  Beach  safety 
and  cleanliness,  connecting 
Ocean  Beach  with  existing  open 
spaces,  like  Golden  Gate  Park, 
keeping  the  area  ecologically 
strong,  protecting  natural  re¬ 
sources  and  recreation  at  the 
beach,  and  facilitating  public 
transportation. 


stone  and  he  is  reconsidering  the 
punitive  aspects  of  the  legisla¬ 
tion. 

The  “do  not  deliver”  legisla¬ 
tion  would  apply  to  newspapers 
and  all  handbills,  including 
restaurant  menus. 

Money  from  fines  would  go 
into  the  city’s  General  Fund. 

Publishers  in  the  city  have 
some  concerns  about  the  legisla- 


The  SF  Department  of  Public 
Works  has  started  to  crack  down 
on  people  who  leave  their 
garbage  cans  out  on  the  streets 
after  sundown  on  the  days  their 
garbage  is  picked  up. 

The  department  issued  some 
200  citations  in  the  Richmond 
District  in  April,  according  to 
Examiner  columnist  Ken  Garcia 
in  a  report  April  29. 

The  citations  carry  a  $100 
pricetag  and  are  given  to  anyone 
whose  garbage  cans  are  exposed 


Trupelli  says  there  are  a  num¬ 
ber  of  community  groups  com¬ 
mitted  to  Ocean  Beach’s  health 
and  are  supportive  of  ensuring  its 
future.  The  council  anticipates 
several  community  meetings  to 
be  held  in  the  near  future. 

Over  the  next  year,  the  Ocean 
Beach  Vision  Council  will  put  lo¬ 


tion  because  they  see  it  as  being 
unworkable  and  a  potential  in¬ 
fringement  on  the  First 
Amendment.  Organizations  and 
businesses  that  use  volunteers  to 
distribute  fliers  would  also  be  af¬ 
fected. 

Many  publishers  use  delivery 
services  to  distribute  their  news- 


“in  plain  view.”  The  fines  apply 
to  any  of  the  three  containers 
that  the  public  puts  out  for  col¬ 
lection,  the  black  one  for 
garbage,  the  blue  one  for  recy- 
clables  and  the  green  one  for 
composting. 

The  SF  Board  of  Supervisors 
passed  legislation  authorizing 
the  fine  last  year,  but  just  now 
started  enforcing  the  ordinance, 
which  was  authored  by  District  1 
Supervisor  Jake  McGoldrick.

There 
are  two  major  plans,  one  calling 
for  the  lanes  to  be  on  the  outside 
of  the  boulevard,  as  they  current¬ 
ly  are,  and  one  (with  two  op¬ 
tions)  with  dedicated  center 
lanes.

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Notable  Jewish  athletes 
break  barriers  in  pro  sports 

Team  leaders  also  work  behind  the  scenes

There  is  an  organization  called  the 
Jewish  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  of  Northern 
California  (JSHFNC),  just  one  of  at  least  a 
dozen  such  regional  non-profit  entities  in 
the  United  States  determined  to  recognize 
and  make  the  public  more  aware  of  the 
contribution  Jews  have  made  to  the  sport¬ 
ing  world. 

The  old  jokes  and  images  about  Jews 
being  wimps  and/or  brainiacs  are  passe 
and  maybe  never  actually  had  a  basis  in  re 
ality,  according  to  philanthropist  Tad 
Taube.  one  of  five  people  being  inducted 
into  the  Jewish  Hall  of  Fame  at  the  its  an¬ 
nual  induction  banquet  May  4,  which  will 
be  held  at  the  Mission  Bay  Conference 
Center.  Several  Bay  Area  student  athletes 
will  also  be  awarded  scholarships. 

“It’s  stereotyping  that  Jews  are  only  as¬ 
sociated  with  intellectual  activities,  like 
medicine  and  law.  People  would  be  sur¬ 
prised  at  the  amount  of  Jewish  personali¬ 
ties  in  professional  sports.  I  was  surprised 
when  I  did  some  research,”  Taube  said. 

Taube,  76,  president  of  the  Koret 
Foundation  and  chairman  of  Taube 
Philanthropies,  has  deduced  that  if  Jews 
make  up  only  two  percent  of  the  U.S.  pop¬ 
ulation  (according  to  official  statistics), 
then  their  mark  on  the  sporting  field  “is 
quite  remarkable.” 

Some  of  the  most  illustrious  Jewish  ath¬ 
letes  include  baseball’s  Sandy  Koufax  and 
Hank  Greenberg  (both  of  whom  refused  to 
play  ball  on  Yom  Kippur),  current  New 
York  Mets  outfielder  Shawn  Green,  former 
Oakland  A’s  pitcher  Ken  Holtzman  and 
1953  MVP  and  former  San  Francisco 
Giants  General  Manager  A1  “Hebrew 
Hammer”  Rosen,  who  is  also  being  induct¬ 
ed  into  the  Hall  at  this  year’s  ceremony. 

In  football,  standouts  include  quarter-

back  Sid  Luckman,  former  San  Francisco 
49ers  tight  end  John  Frank  (also  being  in¬ 
ducted  this  year)  and  offensive  lineman 
Harris  Barton,  who  was  inducted  in  the 
first  JSHFNC  ceremony  in  2006. 

Other  famous  Jewish  athletes  include 
Mark  Spitz,  an  Olympic  gold  medal  win¬ 
ner,  pro  tennis  players  Brad  Gilbert  and 
Justin  Gimelstab,  figure  skaters  Sarah 
Hughes  (2002  Olympic  gold  medalist)  and 
U.S.  Champion  Sasha  Cohen,  and  numer¬ 
ous  boxers,  including  Max  Baer,  Benny 
Leonard  and  Barney  Ross. 

In  fact,  Jews  dominated  boxing  both  in¬ 
side  and  outside  of  the  ring  for  decades, 
especially  from  the  ’30s  to  the  ’50s,  as 
fighters,  trainers,  managers,  agents,  pro¬ 
moters  and  other  entrepreneurs. 

“It  was  a  way  for  Jewish  immigrants  to 
propel  themselves  out  of  the  ghetto,”  says

Bike  to  Work 
Day  coming 

On  Thursday,  May  15,  the 
City  will  celebrate  its  annual 
Bike  to  Work  Day  in  an  effort  to 
promote  alternative  modes  of 
transportation. 

There  will  be  “energizer  sta¬ 
tions”  where  volunteers  will  as¬ 
sist  cyclists. 

One  station  will  be  located  at 
Arguello  Boulevard  and  Cabrillo 
Street,  where  volunteers  will  give 
out  free  snacks,  beverages  and 
bicycle  safety  material  to  riders. 

Last  year,  more  bicycles  were 
counted  on  Market  Street  than 
cars.  Today,  16  percent  of  San 
Franciscans  use  bicycles  as  regu¬ 
lar  modes  of  transportation  at 
least  once  a  week. 

During  the  last  year  the  num¬ 
ber  of  people  bicycling  in  the 
City  increased  15  percent. 
According  to  counts  by  the  SF 
Municipal  Transportation 
Authority,  the  intersection  of 
Arguello  Boulevard  and  Lake 
Street  saw  a  21  percent  increase 
from  2006  to  2007. 

“The  ride  from  the  Richmond 
to  downtown  is  so  pleasant  that  it 
slowly  became  part  of  my  daily 
routine,”  says  Joseph  Montana,  a 
regular  bicycle  commuter  who 
lives  at  Fulton  Street  and  14th 
Avenue. 

The  SF  Bicycle  Coalition  will 
host  events  leading  up  to  the  big 
day,  including  free  bicycle  edu¬ 
cation  classes  to  educate  riders 
on  the  rules  of  the  road.

Transit  Effectiveness 
Project 

As  you  may  have  heard,  the 
Transit  Effectiveness  Project 
(TEP)  has  spent  the  past  18 
months  gathering  ridership  data, 
studying  best  practices  from  oth¬ 
er  various  transit  systems,  and 
conducting  extensive  public  out¬ 
reach  to  customers,  community 
stakeholders,  policy  makers  and 
SF  Metropolitan  Transportation 
Authority  employees. 

Taking  all  of  the  information 
from  these  various  sources,  TEP 
recommends  improving  reliabili¬ 
ty,  reducing  travel  times  and  up¬ 
dating  Muni  routes.  The  goals  of 
the  TEP  preliminary  proposals 
are  reducing  congestion,  decreas¬ 
ing  pollution  and  making  sure 
people  get  to  their  destination  ef¬ 
ficiently  and  safely.  Proposals 
range  from  adding  more  routes 
during  the  busiest  times  and 
eliminating  routes  that  have  very 
few  customers. 


Between  April  19  and  May 
17,  the  TEP  will  be  sharing  its 
preliminary  proposals  for  Muni 
service  changes  and  improve¬ 
ments  at  a  series  of  1 1  communi¬ 
ty  meetings  throughout  San 
Francisco.  Interpretation  in 
Cantonese  and  Spanish  will  be 
provided,  and  there  will  be  a  Fast 
Pass  raffle  at  each  meeting.  The 
TEP’s  draff  proposals  are  avail¬ 
able  at  www.sftep.com  and  TEP 
is  open  to  comments,  insights 
and  suggestions. 

Proposed  changes  for  the 
Richmond  neighborhood  area  in¬ 
clude: 

•  The  38L-Geary  Limited 
would  run  more  often,  later  (until 
about  10  p.m.)  and  on  Sundays. 
Richmond  expresses  would  stop 
at  Van  Ness  Avenue; 

•  38-Geary  La  Playa  branch 
would  be  replaced  by  rerouted 
Muni  #18  service  along  46th 
Avenue,  providing  town  service 
to  Ocean  Beach  arid  outer  Balboa 
Street; 

•  The  28L-19th  Avenue 
Limited  would  have  improved 
travel  times,  run  until  about  9 
p.m.,  and  be  extended  to  serve 
City  College,  the  Balboa  BART, 
Mission  Street,  and  possibly  to 
the  Bayshore  Caltrain  station; 

•  The  1 -California  would  run 
more  frequently  during  peak 
hours  between  Presidio  Avenue 
and  33rd  Avenue; 

•  The  5-Fulton  would  have 
limited  stops  during  peak  hours 
between  Sixth  and  Van  Ness  av¬ 
enues,  with  service  to  the 
Transbay  Terminal  at  all  times. 

To  allow  for  these  improve¬ 
ments,  some  routes  are  proposed 
to  be  discontinued,  including: 

•  2-Clement  between  Park 
Presidio  Boulevard  and  33rd 
Avenue  (where  the  1  and  38  lines 
provide  frequent  service  a  block 
away); 

•  The  28/28L-19th  Avenue 
lines  would  no  longer  serve  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  toll  plaza. 

Public  input  is  critical!  For  the 
next  two  months,  you  can  be¬ 
come  involved  and  help  shape 
these  proposals  to  improve  the

Merchants  out  in  the  cold 


The  San  Francisco  County 
Transportation  Authority  has  picked  1 1  cit¬ 
izens  to  serve  on  a  citizens  advisory  com¬ 
mittee  for  the  Geary  Boulevard  bus  rapid 
transit  proposal  that  will  be  going  through 
an  environmental  analysis. 


As  a  citizen 
who  applied  to 
be  on  this 
committee,  I 
have  some 
concerns 
about  the  way 
the  members 
of  the  board  of 
supervisors 
went  about 
this  in  their 
capacity  sitting  as  members  of  the  trans¬ 
portation  authority  boar  d’s  plans  and  pro¬ 
grams  committee.  Normally,  the  City  has  a 
hard  time  even  filling  1 1  seats  for  a  com¬ 
mittee  like  this. 

However,  75  people  applied  to  be  on  the 


committee  and  37  of  them  showed  up  at  a 
hearing  to  speak  for  one  minute  apiece. 

After  a  detailed  analysis  of  all  the  appli¬ 
cations,  a  few  things  became  apparent  to 
me.  All  of  the  1 1  individuals  selected  show 
a  predisposition  to  rubber  stamp  the  pre¬ 
ferred  center  lane  BRT  proposals  that  are 
favored  by  the  transportation  authority. 
They  primarily  represent  the  interests  of 
transit  riders  and  bicycle  activists.  The  se¬ 
lections  have  completely  ignored  anyone 
who  represents  the  interests  of  the  numer¬ 
ous  small  business  interests  and  automo¬ 
bile  users  (both  local  and  motorists  who 
use  Geary  Boulevard  as  one  of  the  few  ma¬ 
jor  cross-town  arteries). 

By  my  analysis,  27  of  the  people  who 
applied  for  the  committee  would  have  rep¬ 


resented  these  other  interests,  but  none  of 
them  were  selected.  Instead,  the  word  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  been  put  out  to  flood  the 
committee  with  applications  from  people 
who  concur  with  Transportation  Authority 
views  to  make  it  look  as  if  they  have  been 
fair  in  the  selection  process,  but  they  have 
not  picked  a  balanced  committee. 

In  September  of  2007,  the  Planning 
Association  for  the  Richmond  (PAR),  pub¬ 
lished  an  excellent  position  statement  on 
the  proposed  Geary  Corridor  Bus  Rapid 
Transit  System  (which  can  be  seen  at 
www.sfpar.org),  which  has  been  studiously 
avoided  by  the  Transportation  Authority. 

It  appears  that  the  interests  of  small 
merchants,  automobile  users,  and  many 
Richmond  District  residents  have  been 
shut  out  of  this  process.  Since  the  Trans¬ 
portation  Authority  refuses  to  listen  to  our 
concerns,  a  group  of  citizens  will  be  form¬ 
ing  its  own  Geary  BRT  citizens  advisory 
committee.  The  name  of  the  committee  is 
REAL  -  C.A.C.  This  stands  for  Richmond 
Express  Action  League  -  Citizens 
Advisory  Committee, 

I  feel  it  is  not  right  for  the 
Transportation  Authority  to  shut  out  such  a 
large  number  of  local  interests,  especially 
when  they  will  be  so  heavily  impacted  by 
the  Geary  BRT  proposal. 

We  are  not  against  transportation  and 
streetscape  improvements.  However,  we 
feel  that  the  current  proposals  are  part  of  a 
politically  correct  plan  that  is  being  pushed 
forward  as  if  it  is  pre-ordained,  without  any 
rational  analysis  of  the  impact  that  it  is  go¬ 
ing  to  have  on  our  neighborhood.  We  don’t 
think  the  Transportation  Authority  is  seri¬ 
ous  about  an  analysis  of  what  would  be  the 
best  and  most  efficient  use  of  taxpayer’s 
money  while  at  the  same  time  providing 
the  best  possible  improvements  to  Muni 
service.  We  will  be  closely  watching  the 
Transportation  Authority’s  activities  and 
educating  the  community  as  this  process 
proceeds.

Jack  Anderson,  president  of  the 
JSFTFNC  board  of  directors.  “Not 
everyone  can  be  a  great  athlete, 
but  there’s  always  been  a  great 
deal  of  interest  in  sports  on  the 
part  of  Jews.” 

Indeed.  But  it’s  clear  Jews 
have  made  the  biggest  impact  on 
sports  off  the  field  as  team  own¬ 
ers,  commissioners,  executives, 
agents,  coaches,  philanthropists, 
members  of  the  media  and  en¬ 
trepreneurs.  The  head  count 
alone  is  undeniable.  The  com¬ 
missioners  of  the  National 
Basketball  Association  (David 
Stern),  Major  League  Baseball 
(Bud  Selig)  and  National  Hockey 
League  (Gary  Bettman)  are  all 
Jewish.  By  1999,  nearly  half  of 
the  NBA’s  29  team  owners  were 
Jewish. 

The  Bay  Area’s  own  Leigh 
Steinberg,  the  super- agent  who 
was  the  inspiration  for  the  Tom 
Cruise  movie  vehicle,  “Jerry 
McGuire,”  represented  the

tionship  to  any  manzanita  histor¬ 
ically  known  from  San 
Francisco,”  Parker  said. 

“So  far,  with  all  the  testing, 
they  have  only  found  one  parent 
gene,  which  isn’t  even  found  in 
San  Francisco,”  said  Hillson. 
“They  don’t  know  how  to  classi¬ 
fy  it.” 

There  are  106  varieties  of 
manzanita  in  the  world,  95  of 
which  are  found  in  California. 
San  Francisco  is  home  to  a 
unique  one,  the  well-known 
Presidio  Manzanita,  which  is  of¬ 
ficially  protected  because  it 
grows  on  federal  property. 

Hillson  says  the  manzanita 
should  be  protected. 

Earlier  this  year,  Hillson 
learned  of  the  Landmark  Tree 
Program  through  friends  and  ap¬ 
plied  for  landmark  status  for  the 
manzanita  in  her  yard.  If  the  tree 
is  granted  landmark  status,  it  will 
be  officially  protected  against 
public  harm,  such  as  spontaneous 
pruning  by  utility  workers. 


The  Urban  Forestry  Council 
unanimously  voted  to  recom¬ 
mend  the  manzanita  to  the  SF 
Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
Landmark  Tree  Program  in  April 
despite  much  debate  on  whether 
or  not  the  manzanita  is  a  “tree” 
by  definition,  thereby  qualifying 
for  the  program. 

The  loose  definition  by  which 
the  ordinance  determines  a  tree  is 
“any  large  perennial  plant  having 
a  woody  trunk  or  trunks,  branch¬ 
es  and  leaves,”  said  council 
member  Mike  Boss.  He  thinks 
Hillson’s  manzanita,  at  more  than 
seven  feet  tall  with  woody  trunk 
and  leaves,  fits  the  bill. 

“I’m  trying  to  save  the  life  of 
this  plant.  I  would  like  this  man¬ 
zanita  to  get  a  little  more  protec¬ 
tion  and  this  was  the  only  avenue 
I  had,”  Hillson  told  the  council. 

Council  member  and  SF 
Planning  Department  member 
AnMarie  Rodgers  agrees. 

“I  believe  in  substance  over 
form,  and  I  think  this  woody 
plant  has  the  substance  to  be 
landmarked,”  she  said. 


The  council  agreed  to  tighten 
the  definition  in  the  ordinance  at 
a  later  date  if  necessary  and  rec¬ 
ommended  the  manzanita  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  based  on  its 
strong  qualifications  to  be  a  land¬ 
mark,  including  its  extreme  rarity 
and  botanical  importance  by  be¬ 
ing  a  possible  new  species,  its 
neighborhood  appreciation,  his¬ 
torical  affiliation,  and  wildlife 
value. 

If  there  is  room  on  the  agenda, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  will 
vote  on  whether  or  not  to  grant 
the  manzanita  landmark  status  at 
an  early  meeting  in  May,  giving 
the  tree  official  protection  while 
scientists  continue  performing 
tests  to  classify  its  species. 

“There  are  still  a  few  other 
tests  we  need  to  conduct,  but  the 
bottom  line  is  that  it’s  likely  that 
this  plant  may  be  either  a  species 
with  an  incredibly  new  range  ex¬ 
tension,  or  a  new  type  of  man¬ 
zanita,”  Parker  said.

gether  a  cohesive  plan  that  will 
recommend  environmentally- 
friendly  options  to  upgrade  beach 
access,  utilize  untapped  re¬ 
sources  and  reconnect  Ocean 
Beach  with  city  residents. 

According  to  Supervisor 
Carmen  Chu,  in  order  to  create  a 
well-balanced  Vision  the  council 
needs  to  work  as  a  team  to  create 
a  consensus  of  what  is  best  for 
Ocean  Beach  as  a  whole.  Some 
potential  ideas,  such  as  building 
houses  across  from  the  SF  Zoo, 
renovating  the  existing  bath¬ 
rooms  at  the  beach,  and  improv¬ 
ing  safety  with  more  police  pres¬ 
ence  will  require  cooperation 
from  all  interest  groups  and  re¬ 
quires  community  involvement 
early  on. 

“The  solution  here  can  be 
complicated  and  we  need  help 
from  local  resources  as  well  as  at 
the  state  level,”  Chu  said.  “Fiona 
Ma  supporting  us  at  the  state  lev¬ 
el  and  the  collaborative  involve¬ 
ment  of  the  GGNRA  and 
Department  of  the  Environment 
is  crucial.” 

The  expertise  of  the  GGNRA 
is  vital  to  the  vision  because  the 
agency  has  already  had  major 
success  transforming  areas  like 
Lands  End  and  Crissy  Field, 
which  once  were  unpopulated 
dense  areas,  into  two  of  San 
Francisco’s  most  sought  after  en¬ 
vironments  for  recreational  out¬ 
door  activities. 

Because  Ocean  Beach  attracts 
international  visitors,  director  of 
the  Department  Blumenfeld  be¬ 
lieves  Ocean  Beach  is  a  global 
hub  for  ocean  energy.  Its  global 


resources  can  be  used  to  heighten 
awareness  of  this  national  trea¬ 
sure  and  educate  people  on  the 
value  of  natural  resources.  He 
would  like  to  see  open  spaces, 
like  Sutro  Heights,  be  better  con¬ 
nected  to  the  beach  to  promote 
more  biking  and  walking. 

“(Ocean  Beach)  is  the  biggest 
urban  beach  in  the  nation,”  said 
Blumenfeld.  “Right  now,  it 
seems  that  Richmond  and  Sunset 
residents  are  the  only  ones  that 
know  about  it.  We  need  a  unified 
plan  we  all  can  rally  around.”

I  have  been  monitoring  the 
news  wires  this  month  regarding 
real  estate.  What  1  found  has 
been  interesting  and  makes  me 
think  of  explanations  as  to  how 
to  interpret  the  data. 

On  April  1 7,  Dataquick  re¬ 
ported  that  the  median  sales  price 
of  single-family  homes  and  con¬ 
dos  decreased  in  all  nine  Bay 
Area  counties  with  the  exception 
of  San  Francisco,  which  had  an 
0.3  percent  increase.  It  also  re¬ 
ported  that  the  number  of  sales 
were  down  about  21  percent  in 
San  Francisco,  while  other  coun¬ 
ties  were  down  between  32  and 
49  percent.  This  is  consistent 
with  other  news  sources  that 
gather  and  publish  information. 

The  first  question  that  jumps 
into  my  mind  is  how  can  sales  be 
down  and  prices  up?  This  is 
seemingly  counter  intuitive  as  in 
business,  lower  sales  generally 
translate  into  lower  prices.  For 
example,  if  a  store  has  inventory 
and  cannot  sell  it,  it  would  need 
to  have  a  sale  and  reduce  prices 
to  get  rid  of  it.  If  you  book  hotels 
or  airlines  with  rooms  or  seats 
they  cannot  fill  at  the  last  minute, 
you  can  get  a  good  deal  because 
they  have  to  reduce  the  price. 

However,  real  estate  is  unlike 
these  types  of  products.  If  you 
are  selling  food,  and  there  are  no 
buyers,  you  end  up  throwing  it 
away  with  no  further  economic 


benefits.  And  if  your  hotel  rooms 
and  airline  seats  sat  empty,  you 
lose  the  money  you  would  have 
gbtten  even  if  you  had  sold  it  at  a 
lower  price.  However  if  you  hold 
on  to  real  estate,  it  will  appreci¬ 
ate  over  time;  thus  the  value  will 
never  go  to  zero  like  other  prod¬ 
ucts. 

Also,  if  you  think  about  the 
law  of  economics,  what  is  going 
on  in  today’s  San  Francisco  mar¬ 
ket  is  that  sellers  read  all  the 
ominous  headlines  in  the  news¬ 
papers,  hear  the  negative  reports 
on  television,  and  decide  to  hold 
back  on  putting  their  properties 
up  for  sale,  waiting  for  a  better 
market. 

Buyers  hear  and  read  the  same 
things  and  think  the  market  is 
still  dropping,  thus  hold  off  on 
their  purchase  decisions  until 


prices  drop  further. 

So,  what  we  have  is  a  shift 
downwards  of  both  the  supply 
and  demand  curves,  resulting  in  a 
new  price  equilibrium,  which  in 
San  Francisco  is  slightly  up  from 
last  year. 

What  happened  in  the  areas 
where  prices  were  down  substan¬ 
tially? 

What  we  are  witnessing  in 
those  areas  are  many  foreclo¬ 
sures  and  short  sales,  inflating 
the  supply  numbers  with  a  dwin¬ 
dling  number  of  buyers. 

Another  interesting  news  item 
that  crossed  my  desk  was  the  re¬ 
sult  of  a  Gallop  poll  where  they 
interviewed  1 ,02 1  adults  and 
asked  them:  “Do  you  think  now 
is  a  good  time  or  a  bad  time  to 
buy  a  house?” 

A  surprising  majority  (53  per¬ 
cent)  said  that  it  was  a  good  time 
to  buy  real  estate. 

When  the  results  were  broken 
down  further,  of  the  respondents 
making  $35,000  or  less  per  year, 
only  34  percent  said  it  was  a 
good  time  to  buy  a  home;  of 
those  making  between  $35,000 
and  $75,000,  56  percent  said  it 
was  a  good  time  to  buy;  and  of 
those  making  more  than  $75,000, 


69  percent  think  it  is  a  good  time 
to  purchase  a  home. 

In  the  San  Francisco  area,  a 
large  majority  of  the  potential 
buyers  make  more  than  $75,000 
per  year,  which  falls  into  the 
group  that  believes  this  is  a  good 
time  to  buy.  Interest  rates  are  still 
relatively  low  and  some  areas  al¬ 
ready  had  price  corrections,  re¬ 
sulting  in  total  lower  housing  ex¬ 
penses  as  compared  with  the  last 
few  years.  This  also  explains 
why  our  demand  for  housing  in 
San  Francisco  is  still  good. 

Interpreting  real  estate  data  is 


extremely  complicated  as  differ¬ 
ent  sources  use  different  infor¬ 
mation  to  publish  their  data. 

Their  assumptions  often  are  in 
conflict  with  one  another  and 
cause  confusion  amongst  readers. 
We  have  to  review  their  studies 
and  ensure  consistency  to  form 
the  correct  conclusion.

Also, 
Michael  Pollan’s  books  on  sus¬ 
tainability  would  support  our 
need  for  real  grass  in  our  envi¬ 
ronments,  both  for  our  physical 
and  mental  health.

Protecting  violence  victims 


For  many  survivors  of  domes¬ 
tic  violence,  one  of  the  most  dif¬ 
ficult  decisions  they  will  face  is 
whether  or  not  to  testify  against 
their  abusers  in  a  court  of  law.  It 
is  easy  to  assume  that  survivors 
would  want  to  testify  against 
their  abusers  in  order  to  bolster  a 
vigorous  prosecution,  so  that  the 
abusers  will  be  incarcerated. 

But  for  survivors,  this  can  be 
a  terrifying  prospect.  In  addition 
to  having  to  relive  their  abuse, 
survivors  must  weigh  the  possi¬ 
bility  that  if  the  prosecution  fails, 
or  the  sentence  given  to  an  abus¬ 
er  requires  a  limited  amount  of 
jail  time  -  which  is  frequently 
the  case  —  the  abuser  may  seek 
revenge. 

Survivors  of  domestic  vio¬ 
lence  face  many  challenges  and 
dangers  even  after  they  have  tak¬ 
en  steps  to  remove  themselves 
from  abusive  and  sometimes  life- 
threatening  situations.  Fleeing  an 
abusive  relationship  requires  sur¬ 
vivors  to  start  a  new  life,  some¬ 
times  with  little  or  no  financial 
support,  and  often  while  trying  to 
maintain  a  stable  environment 
for  their  children. 

Beyond  the  practical  chal¬ 
lenges,  survivors  must  also  con¬ 
tend  with  the  possibility  that  then- 
abusers  will  remain  in  arm’s 
reach  of  them  and  their  children. 
Some  choose  to  go  into  hiding  or 
to  enroll  in  programs  to  veil  then- 
identities  and  location.  If  they  are 


employed,  their  workplaces  must 
be  alerted  to  potential  dangers 
and  children’s  schools  must  also 
take  steps  to  prevent  an  abusive 
and/or  dangerous  parent  from 
coming  into  contact  with  them. 
For  many  survivors,  there  is  little 
real  protection,  as  no  police  de¬ 
partment  or  court  can  ensure 
their  safety. 

Since  1991,  sexual  assault 
victims  havemot  faced  imprison¬ 
ment  if  they  decide  not  to  testify 
in  a  criminal  case.  Domestic  vio¬ 
lence  survivors  do,  and  have 
been  subject  to  incarceration  for 
their  refusal  to  testify.  This  is  de¬ 
spite  the  fact  that  many  domestic 
violence  survivors  are  also  vic¬ 
tims  of  sexual  assault.  This  law 
was  tested  in  2005,  when  the  dis¬ 
trict  attorney  in  San  Mateo 
County  pursued  and  a  judge  or¬ 
dered  jail  time  for  a  survivor  for 
refusing  to  testify  against  her 
abuser. 

The  victim  in  the  case, 
Katina  Britt,  was  fortunate  that 
her  abuser  was  convicted  of  a  va¬ 
riety  of  charges  without  her  testi¬ 
mony.  In  her  case  there  was  am¬ 
ple  corroborating  evidence  for 
prosecutors  to  obtain  a  convic¬ 
tion.  Very  rarely  will  an  abuser 
be  convicted  simply  on  the  testi¬ 
mony  of  a  survivor  alone. 

But  survivors  take  a  risk  in 
refusing  to  testify.  Regardless  of 
the  reason  for  refusal,  whether  it 
is  because  the  retelling  of  the

abuse  and  confronting  the  abuser 
is  simply  too  terrifying,  or 
whether  they  know  that  to  do  so 
may  endanger  their  lives,  sur¬ 
vivors  can  and  do  face  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  being  prosecuted  for 
their  refusal. 

As  a  result,  survivors  who 
have  been  brutalized  by  domestic 
violence  can  be  tossed  into  a  cell 
by  a  district  attorney,  and  their 
children  placed  in  foster  homes. 

For  survivors,  ending  the  cy¬ 
cle  of  abuse  is  not  about  a  victory 


in  court,  it  is  a  focused  and 
lengthy  effort  to  heal  themselves 
and  their  families,  and  to  build  a 
new  life  free  of  violence. 

I  introduced  Senate  Bill  1356 
to  help  protect  domestic  violence 
survivors.  The  bill  will  change 
the  law  in  California  so  that  sur¬ 
vivors  will  no  longer  be  punished 
for  choosing  to  protect  their  own 
lives,  rather  than  testify  against 
their  abusers.  On  March  25  the 
Senate  Public  Safety  Committee 
approved  the  legislation. 


Senate  Bill  1356  makes  it 
clear  that  when  a  domestic  vio¬ 
lence  victim  fears  for  his  or  her 
safety,  statements  must  be  taken 
seriously  by  both  the  district  at¬ 
torney  and  the  judge.  Our  crimi¬ 
nal  justice  system  must  ensure 
that  victims  are  treated  with  dig¬ 
nity,  and  evidence  must  be  ob¬ 
tained  in  a  way  that  does  not  in¬ 
volve  intimidation  or  the  threat 
of  incarceration.
